The results of our April sale were very gratifying. A record number of bidders participated. 
Some of the realized prices were far in excess of estimates as can quickly be seen by sub- 
scribers receiving their Prices Realized with this catalog. The reaction to the “‘buyer’s fee” 
waiver was very positive as it imposes the cost on those bidders who actually create the burden 
of extra work for auction houses. Unfortunately, we were a bit delayed in sending out all 
invoices promptly due to the amount of staff time required in producing our June catalog 
and in packaging and invoicing lots for the more than 600 successful mail bidders. We were 
additionally slowed up due to immediate phone inquiries on prices realized. In the future, we 
will not be giving out this information until at least two working days after a sale when all bid 
sheets and invoices have had a chance to be verified. Please do not call on prices realized until 
the Wednesday after a sale. We may have to put an answering machine on our main line the first 
few days after a sale if this problem continues. Beginning with this sale, we will be alerting all 
successful bidders a few days after a sale what their total purchases are and that a formal 
invoice will be arriving shortly. For several years, we have been promptly notifying unsuccessful 
bidders. 


The current catalog has reinforced our decision to de-emphasize medals. We will not be running 
medals in future sales with the exception of those of extreme rarity and high demand. The pro- 
duction costs are too high to justify including more than a few important medals in our auction 
catalogs. Call or write us first before sending medals on consignment. For other medals, I 
suggest potential consignors contact Johnson and Jensen. 


We are actively looking for worthwhile consignments to our upcoming sales. From the stand- 
point of consignors, I want to share the importance of a ‘‘good book.” This term is used by 
professional floor bidders and auction houses to refer to the quality and quantity of mail 
bids received prior to offering the lots to floor bidders. We invariably have a ‘tgood book” 
in all areas represented in our catalogs. Check out your auction house. I have had complaints 
about some auction firms in their frequently not even posting all bid sheets received prior to a 
sale. Our estimates tend to be fair. We do reject consignments that will not sell due to the 
unrealistic expectations of owners. 


My staff wants me to insert a comment about shipments made to us. Please do not put scotch 
tape over your coins or seal each 2 x 2 envelope with scotch tape. It can damage good coins or 
require excessive handling.
